Subject: — Interpretation of the term date of ship- 
ment in case of imports from countries which have 
no port. 

No. 36-ITO(P.N.)/50. — It has been decided that 
in the case of imports from countries like Czecho- 
slovakia, Switzerland, which are surrounded on all 
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^idcs by otbei countries And have no poit ot their 
own, the term ‘period or date of shipment’ mentioned 
in an import licence or Ouen General Licence, when 
applying to imports from such countries ahull be 
deemed to he the date of actual despatch oi goods 
by railway or road transport or river boat from the 
country concerned to a consignee in India on 
through consignment. 

2. ‘Despatch on through consignment to India' 
means “Despatch of goods in such circumstances 
that both in the intention ot the consignor, and in 
fact, they have been despatched on the first stago 
of a journey to a definite consignee in India, the 
journey to bo one accomplished without the consign- 
ment being divided, added to, repacked or unneces- 
sarily delayed at nny point enroute to India”. 

8. Proof of despatch on through consignment to 
India should be established by documentary evideneo- 
^'"through bill of lading, or a railway bill of lading 
aW ocean bill of lading tallying in all material 
particulars and not disclosing any unnecessary delay 
at the break in the journey, will normally constitute 
sufficient evidence of through consignment.
